The  main  fcalure  which  distinguishes  this  house  from  others  is  tin-  ai  ranm meut 
whereby  it  is  possible  to  utilize  the  building  to  the  full  liy  convening  tlio  u  inter 
-cratching  shed  into  a  separate  brooder  house  during  the  smniner  months  wluu  the 
scratching  shed  is  not  needed. 

The  building,  as  constructed  in  the  accompanying  drawings  is  of  the  movable 
type,  and  so  that  it  may  be  constructed  as  lightly  as  possible  it  is  suggested  that  the 
.•orner  studs  only  are  constructed  of  2  by  4's  and  that  the  rest  of  the  stiiddiim  in 
of  2  by  2's. 

It  being  of  the  first  importance  that  the  birds  should  be  supplied  witli  couilort- 
alili-  rousting  (piartcrs  in  the  cold  season  the  rear  |K)rtion,  as  shown  in  the  accom- 
panying sketches,  should  be  lined  with  building  paper  on  both  sides  of  the  >tudding. 
and  a  second  sheathing  of  lumber  aflixe<l  on  the  inside  of  tlie  studding,  making  a 
dead  air  space  and  preventing  draughts. 

If  desired  the  front  of  the  roosting  section  may  have  cotton  instead  of  wood  in 
tlie  front,  fifteen  inches  above  the  floor  to  a  few  inches  below  the  place  where  the 
front  roof  joins.
